Wilmington was one of those 
towns - particularly in the Silver 
Lake area. and another similar 
site was in the Pinehurst part of 
Billerica. Real estate specula- 
tors bought up abandoned farms 
and cut them up into small lots 
in some cases 35 feet by 70 feet 
The idea was to sell three or four 
such lots. or maybe more, to a 
buyer.

The Town Clerk of Wilmington 
in those davs was a second genera 
tion Irishman named James 
Kelley.
